This machine, now' in us" et pri­ 
m ary and general elections 
in 
a 
number of states in tho union, in­ 
cluding New York, is boing demon­ 
strated under the auspices of the 
Pennsylvania Flections association, 
comprising a group of the 
most 
prominent citizens of the state, who 
arc interested in cleaner elections 
in large centers of population and 
more economic elections 
for 
the 
smaller towns and rural communi­ 
ties such as Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county. 
One of 14 proponed constitutional 
amendment r to be voted upon in 
the general election in November 
authorizes the use of th * 
voting 
m ach ines 
in 
Pennsylvania 
coun­ 
ties, at the option of th** county 
authorities. 
A statem ent of com­ 
parative election costs in Iowa, pre­ 
pared by the Pennsylvania Elec­ 
tions association, shows th a t the 
average cost p'»r vote in counties 
using papor ballots is 152 conte per 
vote cast, while the average cost 
per vote in counter using voting 
mach inca is IG cents per voi?.

Voting Machines Widely Used 
The voting machines, 
heralded 
as “ the champion of honest elec­ 
tions,” are not in their experim en­ 
tal stage in th a t they have been 
utilized in uoward of 2,000 eom- 
m unit:es with satisfaction during 
the past thirty years. 
It is esti­ 
mated th a t 14,000 machines are 
used at every election throughout 
the United States and that 4,000,- 
000 voters cast their 
ballot or 
them. 
Since the first practical 
use of the machine in a municipal 
election there have been approxi­ 
mately 50,000,000 votes cast on the 
machine. 
New' York state, the initial user 
of the mechanical ballot, has eighty 


per cent of its cities, towns and 
villages employing the machines. 
New York city at the 1927 elec­ 
tron used about 2100 
machines 
successfully in 
the boroughs of 
Manhattan and 
Brooklyn. 
The 
results attained through the use 
of the machines in this metropolis 
were gratifying 
considering 
the 
submission of a complicated ticket 
with 
nine 
sta te 
consitutional 
amendments. 
It is expected th at 
by the 1928 presidential election 
the entire city will be equipped 
with the mechanical ballot. Other 
states employing the machines in­ 
clude Wisconsin, Indiana, Iowa, 
Michigan, 
W ashington. 
Oregon, 
California and Connecticut. Other 
states, too, are considering legis­ 
lation to legalize the use of vot­ 
ing machines. 
Directions For Voting 
There are three specific steps for 
a voter to execute in voting on the 
machine. 
The voter steps to the 
machine and swings the curtain 
lever to the right side which un­ 
locks the machine for voting arni 
closes the curtain about him. Then 
he may turn down the vot:ng point­ 
ers over the candidate’s name for 
whom he desires to vote. 
In like 
manner he votes on the 
public 
measures, either turning down a 
pointer over the word “yes” or 
“ no” depending on his opinion of 
the question. 
Having arranged 
his entire ticket to his satisfac­ 
tion, the voter leaves the pointers 
down and then returns the curtain 
lever to the left side w’hich auto­ 
matically registers the votes, clears 
the face of G?? machine and opens 
the curtain allow'ing his egress.
